In so far as ignorance causes poverty, it is to a large extent re­ 


movable. 
Every tin;e you let a child slip out of school w i t h but the 


very beginnings of education, you take chalices of adding to the pov­ 


e r t y of the community. 
The half trained boy or girl hasn’t developed 


any mental power to meet the situations of life. 
He is apt to sink 


helpless under the first attack of misfortune, or to fall easy prey to 


the evils of the community. 
The child that is lacking in mental power 


can usually be given mechanical skill, so he can at least support himself. 


Vast masses of struggling adult people could be greatly helped 


after they leave school by measures of popular education.

Of course many wealthy men do cross it, by democratic man-! 


ners, by helpfulness and participation in all public movements. 
The 


rich people who live in a somewhat simple way get far more out of 


life. 


Ordinary people are not called upon to show humility in the pres­ 


ence1 of wealthy men, who may not be their superior in any way. Those 


who denounce wealth, yet bow in obsequious adulation before wealthy 


people, make themselves quite absurd. 


Unless a man dearly obtained money by dishonest means, it is 


well to remember that wealth generally comes because some one 


rendered a great service to the community by promoting an efficient 


business organization.
